French Premier 
Pushes Program 
Asks Nation to Okay 
West German Agreement 


PARIS (£>—A determined French premier Fieri e Mendes-France 


pushed his program for far-reaching economic accords with West Ger- 
many today, moving quickly to follow up the Paris agreements for ad- 
ding German strength to Western defense. 


In a fireside radio chat Sunday 


night, the Premier told his coun- 
trymen : 


"Frame and Germany are two 


countries whose nearness to one 
another and whose resouices and 
production lequire their close as- 
sociation together." 


The Pans agreements must be 


ratified by the national parliaments 
of the countries concerned. Western 
diplomats hoped this could be ac- 
complished by mid-i95o. but they 
looked for some rough going with 
the Soviet Union m the months 
ahead.

Blue Ballot Rules 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (/P)—Secretary of State Charles 


F. Carpentier today called attention to election law re- 
quirements involving the blue ballot amendments to be 
voted on Nov. 2. 


One provision is that the blue ballot must be placed 


on top of other ballots when they are handed to the 
voter. Another requirement is that whether the voter 
marks the blue ballot or not, he must return it to the 
election judge with other ballots. 


A third provision is that election judges cannot ac- 


cept any ballots from the voter unless all of them are 
presented after voting. 


A voter may mark one. two or three of the proposed 


constitutional amendments. The amendments involve 
legislative reapportionment, lengthening the terms of 
state treasurers to four years and permitting the legis- 
lature to sell or lease the Illinois-Michigan canal.

WASHINGTON (dV-The Supreme 


Court today again denied a hear- 
ing to Caryl Chessman, Los An- 
geles sex terrorist who was sen- 
tenced six yea is ago to die in Cali- 
fornia's gas chamber. 


During his long wait in the San 


Quentin Prison's d e a t h house 
Chessman stalled off his execution 
by a series of legal moves and 
wrote a widely read book, "Cell 
2455, Death Row." 


He won his fourth reprieve fiom 


death last July 29, less than 24 
hours before he was scheduled to 
enter- the gas chamber. This latest 
reprreve was to give the Supreme 
Court time to consider a new ap- 
peal on which it acted today. 


Six times befoi e the Supieme 


Court has rejected Chessman's ap- 
peals. 


The tribunal said its denial today 


was without prejudice to Chess- 
man's filing an application for a 
writ of habeas corpus in a U. S. 
District Couit in California. 


Chessman, 32. contended in his 


latest appeal that the trial tran- 


script was in error. The transcript 
was made from the notes of a 
coui t reporter who died before he 
could finish 1.200 pages. The Cali- 
fornia Supreme Court granted the 
fourth reprieve on the basis of this 
contention.

with the job, or that the next meal 
was too far away to anticipate. 


So take your,corn pickers a tasty 


sandwich or two, some cake or 
cookies and a drink to fit the weath- 
er in order to break that long morn- 
ing and afternoon. Even if it does 
take your best dessert to stop the 
pickings, it's effort well spent if 
it helps to prevent an accident. 


A Sewing Tip 


Many of you will be making 


clothing using pile fabrics — velvet, 
velveteen and corduroy — this fall 
and winter as these fabrics are 
especially popular and fashionable 
this year. 


These fabrics need some extia 


special treatment, advises Edna 
Giay. clothing specialist at the 
University of Illinois. 


"Before cutting, fit the pattern 


as perfectly as you can so that no 
stitching or basting lines will have 
to be ripped out to correct the fit 
of the garment." Miss Gray says. 
Any line of stitching will mark the 
material, so fit the patern care- 
fully and adjust it before, instead 
of after, cutting. 


Be sure the pile of all the pieces 


of fabric runs in the same direc- 
tion. If you run the pile down, the 
garment will have a neater ap- 
pearance, because you'll smooth 
the fabric as you sit down. 


Use fine pins when placing the 


pattern on the material. Or you 
may want to use weights to hold 
the pattem down. Glass furniture 
coasters, paper weights • or other 
small heavy objects are suitable. 


You'll need a longer machine 


stitch when sewing pile fabrics. 
Experiment to get the right length 
and the right pressure on the press- 
er foot. 


If you are sure of your pattern, 


stitch seams as you go. If not, use 
machine basting wherever you can, 
says Miss Gray, so that you can 
press as you go. Hand basting is 
advisable on parts you know you'll 
have to fit, you'll save time, and 
the garment will look better. 


Remember to steam-press pile 


fabrics, using a steam iron or your 
ordinary 
iron 
blocked 
between 


bricks and covered with a damp 
cloth. Hold the material to be 
steamed yrongside down, close to 
the steaming cloth. Keep it in this 
position until the steam comes 
through freely.

Have your white nylon garments 


become so discolored that ordinary 
washing and bleaching will not 
restore their whiteness? If so, 
here's a method suggested by the 
extension division of the E,. I, Du 
Pont Nemours and 
Co. which 


should make them look fresh and 
white. 


1. Wash garments 
thoroughly 


with soap or synthetic detergent 
by hand or in a washing machine, 
depending on the construction and 
type of the garment. 


2. Into approximately one gallon 


of hot water (160 degrees F.) in an 
enamel container add one package 
of "RIT Color Remover" and im- 
mediately add wet garments. Stir 
gently while maintaining tempera- 
ture. If after 30 minutes whiteness 
is restored evenly, remove gar- 
ments and rinse thoroughly in hot 
water. If whiteness was not re- 
stored, leave in 30 additional min- 
utes. Temperatures in excess of 
160 degrees F. may set wrinkles 
that are difficult to remove by iron- 
ing. 


3. In approximately one gallon 


of warm water add two table- 
spoonsful of bleach and two table- 
spoonsful of detergent. Immerse 
garments and with occasional stir- 
ring let soak for 30 minutes. Rinse 
thoroughly in warm water. 


4. For final rinse, immerse gar- 


ment in approximately one gallon 
of warm water containing a table- 
spoonful of an optical whitener. 


Drip dry and iron with a steam 


iron or a dry iron at "rayon" set- 
ting. 


Any precautions supplied by the 


manufacturers of any product used 
should be followed. 


It is important to follow the steps 


in the older given. Many garments 
may not need all the steps for sat- 
isfactory results.

Editorials 


Confusion, Convulsions, Death 


After what we hav;e heard of A-bombs and H-bombs it 


is hard for the mind to conceive of any weapon of war that 
could possibly be more frightening. But judging from latest 
descriptions, a terribly potent new "nerve gas" shapes up 
as exactly that. 
The fact that a "nerve gas" existed was revealed to the 


public some months ago. It was said to be far more deadly 
than any war gas ever produced. And now, for the first 
time officially, its effects are described in detail in a new 
army-air force field manual. 
To put it as mildly as possible, they are horrible, sicken- 


ing reading. 
Nerve gas does what the name suggests: It acts on the 


central nervous system, leaving its victims with no control 
over body organs "and muscles. It can paralyze, torment and 
kill—all in a very few minutes. 
• 
• • 


Perhap? m<\<=t frightening of all is the fact that the gas 


is colorless and usually has no odor. You might not know 
it had hit you until you were already helpless. 


Even the slightest exposure will bring on initial symp- 


toms—"a runny nose, tightness in the chest" and pro- 
nounced "dimness of vision" which lasts from one to three 
days. 


Where exposure is more severe, it is said, these are rap- 


idly followed by "difficulty in breathing, excessive perspira- 
tion, nausea, vomiting, abdominal pains, twitching, jerking 
and staggering . . . confusion, drowsiness, convulsions 
and death." 


Since the gas takes effect very swiftly, and might not 


be seen or smelled. defensive measures are limited. Soldiers 
exposed during battle can protect themselves somewhat with 
gas masks, and drugs from their gas-protective kits. Pro- 
vided they act with the proper speed, they at least have a 
fighting chance. 
* 
*

Untrained civilians, however, would appear to have no 


chance at all. 


There seems to be some cause for hope that the weapon 


may never be used. The usage of lethal gas has been more 
or less abandoned in all recent wars under international law. 
And with rarely any exceptions, the ban has been strictly 
observed. 


Because,this was true in the past, however, is no guar- 


antee at all that it still would be true tomorrow. A nation 
launching a sneak attack, or trying to ward off defeat 
scarcely could be depended upon'to feel itself bound by ethics! 


If such a weapon had to be made, it is surely consoling 


to know that the U. S. has made it first (or at least we hope 
that we have. For we thus have a good head start in work- 
ing out utmost defensive measures. 


But it clearly is one "discovery" that the world could 


have done without. And the men who did the discovering 
though they knew that it had to be done, can hardly be proud 
of their work.

I KNOW POLICEMEN 


By The Rt. Rev. Joseph A. McCaffrey 


From time to time a hue and cry is raised about police brutality. 


It is necessary at times for force to be used in effecting an arrest. 
There are people who look upon kindness as weakness; consideration 
as indecision and hesitation as a fear of reprisal or punishment. 
Charges of police brutality have been acted upon summarily—and 
sometimes too summarily—in the department and in the courts. 


It certainly does not promote ef-

ficiency in a policeman to know 
that 
unjustified 
accusations 
of 


brutality are considered seriously 
and that he is apt to be punished 
by suspension or fine or berated by 
a judge in a court, where he is 
made to become the accused rath- 
er than the accuser. 


Such cases have happened, are 


known to the public, and cause the 
young teen-age thug to lose all re- 
spect for the policeman and his 
authority. We quote from the re- 
marks of a teen-age hoodlum to the 
police: "The trouble is you guys 
are too easy on us. Those night- 
sticks of your could teach us an 
awful lot of discipline and an aw- 
ful lot of discipline is what- we 
need. Several times I was caught 
by policemen and what happened? 
Why, 
they treated us with kid, 


gloves. Maybe if you guys smack- 
ed us across the butt a few times 
we might learn a lesson or two." 


It is impossible to believe that 


thes« men who are so careful of 
children at school crossings, so 
solicitous of the aged and infirm 
at traffic points, so courteous and 
helpful to law abiding citizens, 
would become wild swinging, club 
wielding brutal men, wantonly 
beating innocent peaceful citizens, 
without provocation. 


From my association of 30 years 


with these me-n, I know it just 
isn't so. 


The policeman is a home loving 


man in whose life religion plays a 
great part. One of the greatest 
motivating ambitions of his life is 
the training and education of his 
children. He will make any sacri- 
fice to put his children through 
school—high school, college, and if 
necessary, 
through 
professional 


school. The discipline and example 
of his home is far above average. 
If it is true that juvenile delinquen-

cy begins in the home, then it is 
to the credit of policemen that 
very rarely is a child of a police- 
man arrested for juvenile delin- 
quency. And it can be concluded 
that if there were more fathers 
like the New York policemen, 
there would be far fewer juvenile 
delinquents. 


Moreover, lehgion plays a part 


in his home. It would be interest- 
ing to know, if such knowledge 
were possible to obtain, how many 
priests, brothers and nuns have 
come from the families of police- 
men. Certainly a much higher ra- 
tio than come from the homes of a 
similar number of men in any oth- 
er walk of life. And those who en- 
ter religious life we not products 
of broken families, careless parents 
or riotous homes. 


The policemen are, personally, 


God-fearing, religious men. 


Consider the enrollment of men 


in the religious societies in the da- 
partment; 11,000 in the Catholic 
Holy Name Society. There are 3,- 
500 in the St. George Society— 
Protestant, and 2.000 in the Shorn- 
rim Society—Jewish. 


Witness their religious proces- 


sions to the annual communion 
mass at St. Patrick's Cathedral— 
5,500 strong; their participation in 
the religious demonstration in Bos- 
ton—2.500 men; or in Detroit—1,200 
men—on their own time and at 
their own expense. And then tell 
me where there can be found a 
body of men in which there is such 
a large percentage who are en- 
rolled in religious societies and 
publicly profess their faith in God 
as the New York policemen. 


The New York policeman 
is 


courteous and clean-spoken. I re- 
call a well-deserved rebuke I re- 
ceived in the backroom of a sta- 
tion house when I mentioned the 
use of bad language to the men. 
One of the policemen spoke up 
forcefully, saying: "Don't worry 
about that, father, we don't allow 
bad language here." I wonder how 
many shops or offices or clubs or 
even homes there are, where the 
same cleanliness of speech is pre- 
served. 


The policeman is courteous be- 


cause he is a gentleman. Visitors 
to our city are very often impress- 
ed by the courteous treatment they 
receive from our police officers— 
courtesy which so many of us New 
Yorkers- take for granted. 


Of course, it must be expected 


that policemen have many ene- 
mies. When a policeman, in the 
performance of his duty, gives out 
a summons or makes an arrest, he 
does not make a friend. He makes 
an enemy, not only for himself but 
often, unreasonably, for the whole 
department. The mildest criticism 
he can expect is to be referred to 
as "a dumb cop." But still when 
an emergency arises or any trou- 
ble occurs, our first cry for help ii 
to the policeman. 


Finally, I feel that I am not ex- 


aggerating when, after my yean 
of experience and* my intimate as- 
sociation with policemen, I say— 
I know New York policemen. Th« 
department has been called the 
finest. It may be disputed that the 
department is made up of the 
finest men in the world. But there 
is no finer body of laymen in the 
world than the New York police- 
men. 


Knowing them as I do. I would 


trust them with my property, rny 
reputation and my life, secure in 
the knowledge that they would 
never let me down.

Court ruled in 1951 that an amend- 
ment to the Sherman Anti-Trust 
Law — known as the Miller - Tyd- 
ings Amendment — did not compel 
non-signer retailers to sell at high- 
er "fair trade" prices.
